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From tne Illinois side of the Mississippi 
River, looking under a span of Eads Bridge one 
gets an unusual picture of St. Louis' Skyline. The 
fact that St. Louis' riverfront is a busy one is 
indicated by the number of boats and barges 
along the wharf. Eads Bridge, accommodating 
both rail and highway traffic, was the first 
across the river at St. Louis, and was then 
hailed as a great architectural achievement.
